RESOLUTION 

No. 44 / 1 /76-Adm . I . — The Central Water and Power Re- 
search Station. Poona, which is at present functioning as a 
subordinate office of the Central Water Commission, is the 
premier organisation in the country for research and develop- 
ment in the field of hydraulic and allied engineering. The 
Research Station had its origin in 1916 in the special Irriga- 
tion Division of the Public Works Department, Bombay. The 
Station was taken over by the Central Government In 1937 
and became part of the then Central Waterways. Irrigation 
and Navigation Commission In 1945. 

2. During the sixty years of its existence, the Research 
Station has made valuable contributions in connection with 
the design of major river valley projects executed during the 
past 25 years and also in the development of ports and 
harbours in tho country. The Central Water and Power 
Research Station has also been recognised as the Regional 
Laboratory of ESCAP. 

3. Tn order to ensure continuity in research work and to 
offer better facilities to research personnel, the engineering 
cadres of the Central Water and Power Research Station 
were separated from the cadres of the erstwhile Central 
Water and Power Commission (Water Wing), now 
Contral Water Commission, in May, 1961. on account, 
however, of the rapid development of irrigation 
and Power sectors in the country, the activities and the 
numbor of research personnel in the Research Station have 
crown several fold since the Third Plan period. The large 
expansion of the Research Station has lately posed compli- 
cated administrative problems. With a view to examine tho 
institutional structure of the Research Station in order that 
there may be no bottlenecks in the execution of the various 
research projects taken up by it, the Government of India 
have decided t 0 set nt> a high level Committee to review the 
functioning of the Central Water and Power Research 
Station to ensure that it gets properly equipped to fulfil its 
objectives.

5. The Committee will : — 

(i) Review the organisational structure of the Central 
Water & Power Research Station with a view to 
ensure maximum efficiency in processing the 
schemes relating to water and power development 
undertaken by the Research Station. 

(il) Recommend revised measures, if necessary, to en- 
sure that various procedural matters like scrutiny 
of projects, sanctioning of schemes, financial appro- 
val etc., are completed without undue delays 
and within the minimum time.

6. The Committee shall submit its Report to ihe Govern- 
ment of India in the Ministry of Agriculture and Irrigation, 
Department of Irrigation, within a period of four months of 
its constitution. 


No. F.48-91/75-UT. 1. — The question of improving the qua- 
lity and standard of school education in the Union Territory 
of Delhi has been engaging the attention of Government 
as well as the Delhi Administration for some time past. This 
has now assumed importance consequent upon the decision to 
introduce the new parttern of school education, namely 
‘10+2’, starting with class IX from the academic session 
beginning in May, 1975. Under the revised curricula, program- 
me of work-experience will bo compulsory for all children up- 
to class X Vocational courses will be introduced in classes 
XI and XII. A large number of students will be involved 
in co-curricular activities. The facilities of the school will also 
have to be made available for non-formal education. Under 
the Delhi School Education Act, 1973, and the rules framed 
thoreunder a number of new measures for improving the qua- 
lity of school education have also been proposed. In order 
to take concrete action to implement these important program- 
mes, aimed at improving the standard of education, Government 
of India have now decided to set up a Committee to make a 
thorough study of the existing staffing position and make 
suitable recommendations in this regard. The Committee
